We certainly belicve ‘n having respect for other 
pecple’s feclings, and the observance of the 
Sabbath for this reason if for no other, but that 
any obzervance of any day, Sunday or other, should 
be enforced by law is rank religious intolerance, 
and nothing on earth is worse and more damning 
than religious intolerance on the part of any people, 
any government or any person. In the first place, 
any such a law would be unconstitutional, and the 
Cengtitution of the United States would have to 
be amended before such a law could be passed and 
that is not going to te done. The Catholics, the 
Unitarian, the Seventh Day Adventists and the 
Jews are outside of this movement, the latter two 
sects observing Saturday as the Sabbath day. They 
may be right at that for the way the calender is 
hooked up, Sunday is the first day and Saturday 
the seventh, and it was the seventh “day upon 
which, the bible says the Lord rested and hallowed 
#f. It is an open question as to which day is 
the seventh day,except that a majority of dur 
@ecple observe Sunday as that day and it has be- 
come a custom. There is nothing more rank and 
altogether bad than religious intolerance. When 
people were ignorant it caused wars and no end 
of persecutions, and people were burned to death 
and otherwise tortured because of it. Iducation 
and enlightenment has got beyond that stage now, 
but it evidently has not got beyond the stage of 
endeavoring to regulate other people's religious 
bebits and custioms by legislative enactment. The 
latter is just as bad als intolerence as burning one 
at the stake, the reasons and logic being the same 
and only the form of enforcement changed. The 
Jew and the Gentile, the Catholic, Seventh Day 
Adventist, Unitarian, Methodist, Presbyterian, Bap- 
tist and all the rest of the two hundred different 
religious sects in the world thave a perfect right 
to worship their own God in their own manner. 
jurt so long as they do no harm to others and 
any cther idea than this is not only wrong, illogical, 
digoted, ignorant, unfair, unmanly, un-American 
and unrighteous, but is doomed to failure. There 
are always a sprinkling of enthusiasts and one- 
ideaed people who go to the extreme in everything 
they are interested in. because thy lack 
mindedness and liberality. We all know so little 
to very little, about God and religious, and what 
may or may n™ be right along ‘such lines, thal 
there is a sood deal of guess work about iit al 
best and one sect is just as apt to be right as 
another.
